2. Amendment of Rule 21 . For the existing 
Rule 21 of the Goa , Daman and Diu Cinematograph 
Rules, 1965 (hereinafter called the « principal Rules» ) 
the following shall be substituted , namely : 

« 21. Any applicant aggrieved by the orders of 
the Licencing Authority refusing to grant a no 
objection certificate may appeal to the Chief 
Secretary , Government of Goa , Daman and Diu 
Panaji within thirty days of receipt of the 
order » . 


1. ( 1 ) This Order may be called the Goa , Daman

5B . Constitution of Tribunal. The Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette , constitute a Tribunal consisting of one 
person , who is cr has been , or is qualified for appo 
intment as a Judge of a High Court and who is not 
connected with the Committee to exercise the 
powers and discharge the functions conferred or 
imposed on the Tribunal by or under this Act . 

5C . Hearing of appeals by Tribunal. — ( 1 ) An 
appeal under sub - section (1 ) of section 5A may be 
preferred to the Tribunal within one month from 
the date on which the notice of demand regarding 
the assessment is served on the manufacturer : 

Provided that the Tribunal may admit an appeal 
after the expiration of the period aforesaid , if it 
is satisfied that the aprellant had sufficient cause 
for not preferring it within that period . 

( 2 ) Every appeal referred to in sub -secticn ( 1 ) 
shall be in the prescribed form and shall be verified 
in the prescribed manner and shall be accompanied 
with such fees as may be prescribed . 

( 3 ) The Tribunal shall fix a day and place for 
the hearing of the appeal and shall give notice cf 
the same to the appellant and to the Committee . 

( 4 ) The Tribunal may , after giving the appel 
lant and the Committee an opportunity of being 
heard , pass such crders thereon as it thinks fit : 

Provided that no order enhancing the assess 
ment shall be made unless the appellant has had 
a reasonable opportunity of showing cause against 
such enhancement.

6. Insertion of new sections 5A , 5B , 5C , 5D , 5E 
and 5F . - After section 5 of the principal Act , the 
following sections shall be inserted , namely : 

" 5A . Imposition of cess on textiles and textile 
machinery manufactured in India . - ( 1 ) There 
shall be levied and collected as a cess for the pur 
poses of this Act , a duty of excise on all textiles 
and on all textile machinery manufactured in India 
at such rate , not exceeding one per cent. ad valorem 
as the Central Government may , by notification 
in the Official Gazette , fix : 

Provided that no such cess shall be levied on tex 
tiles manufactured from out of handloom or po 

werloom industry . . 
... ( 2 ) The duty of excise levied under sub - section 

( 1 ) shall be in addition to any cess or duty leviable 
on textiles cr textile machinery under any other 
law for the time being in force. 

( 3 ) The duty of excise levied under sub - section 
( 1 ) shall be collected by the Committee, in accor 
dance with the rules made in this behalf , from 
every manufacturer cf textiles or textile machinery 
(hereafter in this section and in section 5C and 5D 
referred to as the manufacturer ) . 

( 4 ) The manufacturer shall pay to the Com 
mittee the amount of the duty of excise levied 
under sub - section ( 1 ) within che month from the 
date on which he receives a notice of demand the 
refor from the Committee . 

( 5 ) For the purpose of enabling the Committee 
to assess the amount of the duty of excise levied 
under sub - section ( 1 ) , — 

( a ) the Committee shall , by notificaticn in the 
Gazette of India , fix the period in respect of 
which assessments shall be made ; and 

(b ) every manufacturer shall furnish to the 
Committee a return , not later than fifteen days 
after the expiry of the pericd to which the return 
relates , specifying the total quantity of textiles 
or textile machinery manufactured by him dur 


( 5 ) The Tribunal shall send a copy cf any order 
passed under this section to the appellant and to 
the Committee and such order shall be final. 


( 6 ) In discharging the functions under this sec 
tion , the Tribunal may, subject to any rules that 
may be made in this behalf , follow such procedure 
as it thinks fit . 

( 7 ) The Tribunal shall have all the 
powers of a civil court while trying a 
suit under the Code of Civil Procedure, 
1908 , in respect of the following mat 5 of 1908 . 
ters, namely : 

( a ) summoning and enforcing the attendance 
of any person and examining him on oath ; 

(6 ) requiring the discovery and production of 
any documents ; 

( © ) receiving evidence on affidavits ; 

( a ) requisitioning any public record or copy 
thereof from any court or office ;

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( e ) issuing commissions for the examination 
of witnesses and documents ; 

( f) any other matter which may be prescribed . 
( 8 ) The expenses of the Tribunal shall be borne 
by the Central Government .

5D . Recovery of duty of excise . -- If any manu 
fácturer fails to pay the duty of excise levied under 
section 5A , within the pericd specified in sub -sec 
tion ( 4 ) of that section , or where an appeal has 
been preferred by him against an order of assess 
ment , under sub - section ( 7 ) . of

appeal, the duty payable by him shall be recove 
rable as an arrear cf land revenue . 


5E . Power to exempt . — If the Central Govern 
ment is of opinion that in the interests of trade 
or in the public interest it is necessary so to do , 
it may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
exempt such variety of textiles or such textile 
machinery as may be specified in the notification 
from the whole or any part of the duty of excise 
leviable under section 5A . 


5F . Payment of proceeds of cess to the Com 
mittee . The proceeds of the duty of excise col 
lected under section 5A , reduced by the cost of 
collection as determined by the Central Govern 
ment, shall first be credited to the Consolidated 
Fund of India and the Central Government may , 
after due appropriation made by Parliament by 
law , pay to the Committee from out of such pro 
ceeds , such sums of money as it thinks fit for 
being utilised for the purposes of this Act.” . 


7. Amendment of section . In sub - section ( 1 ) 
of section 7 of the principal Act, after clause ( a ) , 
the following clause shall be inserted , namely : -- 

" ( aa ) the proceeds of the duty of excise made 
over to the Committee by the Central Govern 
ment under section 5F ;" . 


10. Amendment of section 22 . - In section 22 of 
the principal Act , --- 

( a ) in sub - section ( 2 ) , - 

( i) after clause (d ) , the following clauses 
shall be inserted namely : 

" ( da ) the manner in which the duty of 
excise leviable under section 5A may be as 
sessed , paid or collected , and the manner in 
which any refund of such duty paid or col 
lected in excess of the amount due may be 
made ; 

( db ) the conditions of service of the per 
son constituting the Tribunal under sec 
tion 5B ; 

( de ) the form and the manner in which 
an appeal to the Tribunal constituted under 
section 5B may be preferred and verified , 
the fees payable on such appeals and the pro 
cedure to be followed by the Tribunal in dis 
posing of such appeals ;" ; 

( ii ) in clause ( e ) , the words " for inspection 
and examination " shall be omitted ; 

( iii ) after clause ( i), the following clause 
shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( ) any other matter which has to be , or 
may be, prescribed ." ; 
(b ) for sub - section (3 ) , the following sub - sec 
tion shall be substituted , namely : -- 

" ( 3 ) Every rule made by the Central Go 
vernment under this Act shall be laid , as soon 
as may be after it is made, before each House 
of Parliament, while it is in session for a total 
period of thirty days which may be comprised in 
one session or in two or more successive ses 
sions, and if , before the expiry of the session 
immediately following the session or the suc 
cessive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule or both 
Houses agree that the rule should not be made , 
the rule shall , thereafter , have effect only in 
such modified form or be of no effect, as the 
case may be ; so , however , that any such modi 
fication or annulment shall be without preju 
dice to the validity of anything previously 
done under that rule ." . 


8. Amendment of section 8.- In section 8 of the 
principal Act, for sub -sections (2 ) and (3 ) , the fol 
lowing sub -section shall be substituted , namely : 

" ( 2 ) A Standing Committee or an ad hoc Com 
mittee constituted under sub -section ( 1 ) may in 
clude persons who are not members of the Com 
mittee , but their number shall not exceed one-half 
of its strength ." . 


9. Amendment of section 12. — In sub -section ( 1 ) 
of section 12 of the principal Act, 

(i) clause (b ) shall be omitted , and clause (c ) 
shall be re -lettered as clause ( 6 ) ; 
( ii ) in clause (b ) as so re - lettered , 

( a ) for the word " other " , the word " special" 
shall be substituted ;
